prompt to recognise this fact. Not really 
that any apology is neccssary, for though 
when the island was first acquired Chinese 

were freely invited to settle here for the 
purposes of trade, &., it did not fullow 
that, as in some parts of India, it would not 
be necessary to form some reservation for 
the ‘residence of the British and foreign 
merchants aud traders, Becausd this has 
not been done, and the Chinese are free to 
reside where they will in Victoria aud else- 
where, that is no reason why a eanitnrium 
ou the heights should sot be estublished for 
the use of Europeans who wither under the 
torrid heat of the plains. Mr. May saw the 
justice as well as the necessity of such a 
reservation, and did not hesitate to take the 
responeibility for the introduction of, the 
Bill, which has since been approved by His 
Majesty the Kix, Mr, May with equal 
courage, when the petition from the ladies 
of the Colony praying tbat steps should be 
inken to secure the registration of servant a 
was presented to. him, quickly decided 
that in view of receat logislatioag on the 
subject, he could not entertain the prayer 
ot the memorialists until that legislation 
had been given a fair trial, This, too, in 
spite of the fact that His Exce.lency isa 
firm believer in the necessity for such 
registration and had advoented it when be 


hau Le proved ices capable, less thorough, 
less high minded, and less courageous. than 
he bas shown himself while invested with 
the supreme authority. He has more than

Jubtors at 36; but up to date. 47 had proved 
their debts, and the nwaober set out in the 
settlement wus 72, while at tho confirmatory 
mesting 44 Chinese debtors yoted. : 

His Lordship said that if he hud allowed the 
application he would havo been acting on ufalso 
affidavit. It was stated thet this declaration 
contained the names of all the creditors, whereas 
it only contained half. It showed how very 
careful one onght to be fh making out such 
affidavits. 

Mr. Harston stated that when he drew up 
thé offidavit he did so on the information:

_supplied to him. He did not know anything 


about there being 72 debtors instead of 32. 

His Lordship said he did not suggest that 
Mr. Harston did know, ‘bnt it showed how 
careful one ought to be in drawing up aidavite | 
unless one knew all about it. 

Mr. Harston proceeding to read the Official 
Receiver’s report said it was {stated that the 
Tung Chan was an old-established firm of sugar 
merchants trading between Java, Singapore 
and Hongkong and North China and Japan. 
The manager declared that he was not # partner 
and had no interest in the firm except as 
manager. The insolvency was attributed by 
him to the falling prices of sugar, tho closing 
of ports in the North owing to the war, ond loss 
| on exchange. The assets amounted to$511,185, 
and the liabilities were said toamount to 8812, '92, 
of which 870,000 was secured, Proforontial 
cJaims for rent, wages, etc.. amounted to $17,667, 
and the unsecured debts upon which the 66 per 
cent. was to be paid to $724,525, Goods to 
the value of $78,208 had already been sold 
under contracts still good. The remainder of 
the goods in possession of the Official Recoiver 
had been valned by the manager at $881,434, 
but Messrs. Goddard ond Douglas reported 
that the value in their opinion was $537,685. 
Dodueting the sum of $37,667 to be paid te the 
secured creditors there was left $499,118. The 
66 per cent. to be paid to tho unsecured 
creditors amounted to $478,186, and there was 
therefore st, apparent su:plus in favour of 
Un Oi Yu of $18,932. Un Oi Yu stated that 
he expocted to Jose $30,000 pn the transaction, 
which loss he was willing to undergo for the 
sake of his late brother-in-law Chu Lee, of 
the bankrupt firm, and it was that stute- 
ment which no doubt had influenced the 
creditors to accept the composition. The 
main objection to the proposal was that 
the whole of the assets, amounting to over half 
a million dollars, would be handed over to Un 
Oi-Yu without his having to pay anything 
whatever in-eash and with no security except 
that of himself and his firm. The Official 
Roceiver said he had asked him to pay half the 
composition in cash, but he declined to do this 
and adhered to the terms of the composition. 
All the creditors believed in the integrity of 
Un Oi Yu and of his firm, ond that this com- 
position was for the -greatest benefit of the 
creditors. The Chartered Bank and the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank were both in favour’ 
of this composition.

COREAN TRADE AND CUSTOMS. 


j eg 

Despatches have been received at the Foreign 
C fice from H.M, Minister.et Seoul, ccutsining 
particu'ars respecling the foreign trade und 
Customs revenue of Corea during the last tive 
years, from wh'ch the following information 
las been extracted by tho- Board of Trade 
Journal. 

‘Tho trade figures for loat year are the highest 
on recerd, and skowa very marked improve- 
ment on those of any previous years. A 
country which has attoiued a foreign trade of 
neurly 33. willions ‘sterling, and has nearly 
doubled its trade daring the last five years, can 
no longer, as it once wes, be considered a 
negligible quantity from the commercial point 
of view, nor is.tho British share in that trade 
an inconsiderable factor. 

The import trade, in which the United 
Kingdom is principally .interosted, rosy from 
£1,382.351 in 1902 to £1,859,575 in 1903. Of 
this the import of cotton goods, about half of 
which aro of British origin, represented a sum 
of £500,000a8 against £546,000 ia the preced- 
ing year, showing an increase of £44,000, The 
Customs returns do not differentiate in all 
cases between British and other imports, but 
the reports from (he various Commisiiouers of 
Customs ut the ports all convey the impression 
that, in site of the severe compotition of their 
Japanese rivals, Manchester goods continue to 
hold their own in the Corean markets. 

The development, under Japanese auspices, 
of railway corstruction in Corea has given 
Great Britain’ an additional interest in the 
import trade, In 1903 railway matorial was 
import:d to the volue of 1748,439 ‘yen 
(£178,500), of which. fully. 1,000,000 you 
(£102,000) was of British origin. © 

That the trade of Voren is capable of great 
ex pension is proved by the progress which it 
bas mad in the past in face of great disadvan- 
tages, not the least of which have been a 
depreciated currenoy system and the absence of 
internal communication. . 

Corea has so fer practically no manufactires, 
and is entirely dependent upon its. agricaltaral 
resources, which are, however, of a very high 
order, There is probably no other e¢mntry in 
Asia which is on tha whole more favoured by 
nature, and it enjoys an @xceptional immunity 
from earthquakes, flouds, droughts, and other 
disasters to which Asiatic Inndsare generally 
so exposed. 

Tho gold export ix steadily rising, and ia 
now considerably over he f-2-million sterling. 
In the development of its mineral wealth by 
foreign metheds lies Corea’s greatest: hopa for 
tho futare. . 

It ie gratifying, says H.M. Minister: av 
Seoul, to be able to record that since May, 
1901, a sum of 125,520 yen has been spent 
on lighthouse construction, in which, thanks 
to the’ efforts of the Chi f Commiesioner of 
Customs; rapid and contin nous progress is being 
made, 

It should bo expluined that the total Castoms 
receipts would have teen considerably larger 
were it not that railway material, mining 
supplies, and a larga variety of articles ordered 
by the Government were admitted duty free. 

A spatch hus been received at the Foreign 
Office, from the British Vic 3.Consylat Chemulpo, 
who roports that s very large increase has taken 
place in tho British-shipping at Chemulpa since 
the beginning cf the year. Fourteen steamers 
with a tonnage of 22,702 tons have already: 
entered at his Vico-Consulate, This iso much 
higher tonnage than was recorded during the 
whole of any previous year. 

Five of these vessels bronght matariil for tho 
Seoul-Fasan railway. The rest of tho stesmers 
were, with the exception of one which carried 
kerosene oil, ladea with goneral cargoes. 

The trade of Chemalpo has recently. grown 
rapidly, and (he Vice-Conanl adds that ‘ the 
completion of the Seoul-Fasan railway this 
year must bring abouts great further develop- 
‘ment. Inthe noar future, therefore, the port 
may be expected to become un important ship- 
ping centre. It enjoys the advantage of 
possessing the most northerly harbour open to 


foreign commerce on the west coast of Corea, 
which is fro from ice all the year round.”
